Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a vehicle surveillance system. The independent claim identifies 
the uniquely and distinct features "a camera arranged behind a reflective layer in a 
viewing direction viewed from the front side, wherein the camera takes images through 
the reflective layer". The closest prior art, Schmidt (US 5,570,127) disclose a 
conventional vehicle surveillance system in which a camera located behind the 
reflective layer takes images through an aperture or lens, fail to anticipate or render the 
above limitations obvious. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
